TEACHERS CANVASSED 
-ON LABOR QUESTIONS 


‘Most of 500 Asked, Oppose 
“Closed Shop,”’ Favor Picket- 
ing, Ohio Educator Reports. 


By the Associated Press. 
CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 28. — Dr. 
Henry Harap of Western Reserve 
University, Cleveland, told dele 
gates to the American Federation 
of Teachers today about a ques 


itiannaire to 500 teachers in cities 
‘throughout the country. 

| Most of the teachers, he said, did 
‘not approve of the “closed shop’ or 
‘sympathetic strikes and were 
‘against the use of injunctions in 
‘labor disputes, hiring of armed 
'strike breakers and industrial es- 
‘pionage. 

Sixty-two per cent of the teach- 
ers approved of picketing, but only 
24 per cent said they thought pick- 
lets should interfere with workers 
who wanted to remain on their 
jobs. 

The Committee on Policies debat- 

ed last night on possible courses of 
action, in response to a plan to in- 
-tercede for 85 New York teachers, 
| The teachers were ousted from New 
| York City education relief projects 
| because of their protest against a 
| 10 per cent salary cut. 
The Play School Teachers’ Con 
ference of New York requested the 
Federation in a telegram to urge 
reinstatement of the discharged 
teachers, asserting that they halted 
work three hours in objection to a 
second decrease that would result 
in a 20 per cent salary reduction 
within a vear. 

The message said the relief pro 
ject teachers’ wages in New York 
now average $22.

John P. Lodge, former sailor on 
Great Lakes and ocean ships, ar- 
rived in St. Louis yesterday after 
sailing in a 20-foot sailboat from 
his home at Cleveland, O., on a pro- 
posed around-the-world voyage. He 
said he hoped to make the trip, in 
three years, in the small craft 
which he remodeled from a lifeboat 
off a Great Lakes freight steamer. 

He had been on relief for more 
than a year before his departure. 
The boat was given to him by a 
Cleveland coal company, the sail 
was donated by the Toledo Ship- 
yards and the mast was a gift of 
the Cleveland Yacht Club. After 
sailing to Chicago, he came through 


the new Illinois waterway, connect- 


ing Chicago and the Illinois River, 
and reached the Mississippi River 
Tuesday. 

His boat, which is the non-sink- 
able type, has a 20-foot mast with 
a mainsail and one small staysail. 
At Port Huron, Mich., he picked up 
wood and sections of small win- 
dows, with which he constructed a 
cabin. The cabin is equipped with 
a gasoline stove and a small cot. 
The boat is guided by hand with a 
large iron rudder and tiller. 

From here Lodge will go to New 
Orleans, where he will add a heavy

SET UP BY CONGRESS 


‘Salaries of $10,000 Annually 


Provided for Members 
of Six Boards. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 3. — 
Twelve new Government agencies 
calling for executive heads and an 
undetermined number of new Fed- 


eral employes were established by 
the Congress which has just ad- 
journed. These are in addition to 
measures extending the lives of the 
five chief emergency organizations 
with their thousands of employes-— 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpo 
ration, the Relief Administration, 
the Public Works Administration, 


‘the National Recovery Administra- 


tion and the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. 

Of the measures establishing new 
commissions, bureaus or adminis- 
trations all but two have been made 
law by the signature of President 
Roosevelt. 

Those still unsigned are the Guf- 
fey coal stabilization bill, providing 
for a national bituminous coal 
commission of five, a consumers’ 
counsel and a bituminous coal la- 
bor board of three and the railroad 
retirement bill setting up an inde- 
pendent board of three to super 
vise payment of pensions to retired 
rail workers.

| ganization are

Board of three to administer the 
Wagner labor law. 

The Social Security Board = of 
three to administer the Social Se- 
curity Act. 

The Federal Alcohol Administra-

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AN AMERICAN IMPRESSIONIST. 

Childe Hassam, the painter and etcher, who has 
died at the age of 76 at his home on Long Island, 
was one of the first of American artists to fall under 
the spell of the French impressionists. Influenced 
largely by the broken color of Monet, the young Bos- 
tonian soon developed a method of his own, charac- 
terized by brilliant touches and the use of pure pig- 
ments. The City Art Museum has three representative 
works, one of them being the familiar warm-toned oil.

ITH five successive Federal deficits 
W behind us; with a pitifully inadequate 

public-works program; with a_ large 
and mounting public debt; and with no very 
good prospect of reducing either normal 
or emergency Federal expenditures, there 
is a persistent and growing feeling that the 
United States should try to raise more 
money by taxation. There is a feeling, too, 
that more taxation is the way to avoid the 
kind of inflation that creates more inequali- 
ties in the distribution of wealth than it de- 
stroys. 

To the demand for more tax revenues, the 
reply is made in some quarters that we 
have about reached the limit of our taxing 
capacity. It is not the purpose of this article 
to argue this proposition, but to summarize 
a few facts concerning our tax load and 
that of Britain. Such a summary may shed 
light on the problem of taxable capacity. 

* . a 


The per-capita tax burden in the lU!nited 
Kingdom is about one-third higher than it 
is in the United States. Normally, at least, 
per-capita income and per-capita wealth are 
greater in the United States. This gives us 
more of an advantage than the above figure 
would appear to indicate. 

Taxable capacity may depend on how 
taxes are distributed. Someone has said 
that a nation is like a peddler; what it can 
carry depends considerably on the way it 
arranges its pack. Great Britain is ‘the 
classic example of a country which relies 
upon direct taxes— particularly income and 
inheritance taxes—for a large part of its 
revenue. Direct taxes of this sort constitute 
a well-arranged pack because they do not 
deprive the weak taxpayer of the necessities 
and because they least disturb the consum- 
er’s ability to buy. In the following table, 
an attempt is made to compare the distribu- 
tion of the tax load among the various kinds 
of taxes in the two countries for all govern- 
mental units in 1932 (the pound is taken to 
equal $4.92):

The most striking fact is the over- 
whelming importance of the general 
property tax in the American tax sys- 
tem. It completely overshadows the in- 


come tax, which ranks a poor second. Con- 
sumption taxes (excises and customs) have 
a relatively minor place in the tax system 
as a whole. It should be remembered, how- 
ever, that these are 1932 statistics. Most of 
the gains made by the sales tax in this coun- 
try (and the gains have been substantial) 
have been made in the states during the 
latter years of the depression. 

The income tax occupies somewhat the 
Same position in the British tax system that 
the property tax does in our own. The in- 
heritance tax has about four times the rela- 
live importance in the British fystem that

it has in ours. (It should he mentioned that 
the equivalent of our gasoline tax appears 
in the British statistics as part of the 
revenue from customsa.) 

It has been pointed out often that while 
British income and estate tax rates are gen- 
erally higher than ours, it is in the lower 
and middie brackets that the principal dif- 
ferences appear. It is not until the $60,000 
level is reached that the American tax on 
incomes is half as high as the British and 
not until the $300,000 level is reached that 
the estate tax is half as high. If we are 
to copy the British in a “share-the-wealth” 
tax program, we shall have to revise our 
idea of where the sharing should begin. 

The motorist in this country is frequently 
told that he is abused with excessive taxes, 
The average motor-vehicle duty (license fee) 
in the United States is only $12.70. This 
must seem ridiculously small to the En- 
glishman, who contributes at an average 
rate of $68.83. The gasoline tax in this 
country (including the Federal tax) runs on 
the average about 5.46 cents per gallon. The 
British duty is 13.645 cents per gallon. 

If the taxpayer attempts to drown his 
sorrow, he will find the tax collector at his 


side. But the collector is far less exacting 
in our own country. The British tax on 
a barrel of beer (U. S. barrel) is about 


$14.35, compared with a $5-per-barrel Fed- 


eral tax in the United States and atate 
taxes which range from 31 cents to $465 
a barrel. The differences of taxation in 


hard liquor are even greater. 

If the taxpayer prefers narcotics to re- 
lieve his tax-irritation, he will pay 11 to 14 
cents tax on each package of 20 cigarettes in 
Britain, compared with the 6-cent tax on a 
similar purchase in the United States. 

° > ° 

Tt is true, of course, that as a nation we 
have been spending money during the de- 
pression very much faster than we have 
been raising it. Thus, while our per-capita 
taxes are a third less than these of Britain, 


our per-capita expenditures, according to the’ 


latest figures, are 16 per cent greater. It 
is reassuring to learn. however, that we 
still have a long advantage over Britain in 
the matter of indebtedness. The British per- 
capita public debt is two and one-half times 
as great as ours. Total local and national! 
indebtedness in the United Kingdom is 
greater by two billion dollars than here. 

It is said in many quarters that high 
taxes and the high cost of government 
brought on the depression. In this respect, 
it is interesting to observe that the British 
with all their taxes have taken far less of 
a beating during the last five years than we. 

Few people will support high taxes for 
their own sake. No one envies the British 
taxpayers because they have to carry a tax 
load much greater than our own. But if 
the question is one of taxable capacity, 
either the British have gone far beyond 
their limit or else we have a substantial 
margin still available to draw upon,

The St. Louis Old Age Assistance 
Board, which will administer the | 
State old age pension law for St. | 
Louis, opened temporary headquar-| 
_ters yesterday afternoon in Room 
154, Municipal Courts Building, to 
distribute digests of the pension law 
,and answer questions. The Board 
will not be ready to receive applica- 

tions for pensions until Sept. 3. 

About 700 old persons, many of 
‘them Negroes, appeared at the 
'Board office and also at the Comp- 
troller's office at City Hall vester- 
day, seeking information on _ the 
law, which became effective vyester- 
day. Some of them sought to file | 
applications for pensions, but were 
told that the State had not yet print- 
ed the application forms and they 
would not be ready until next week.

Put stock, vinegar and mustard 
in a double boiler and add season- 
ings. Pour the heated ingredients 
over the beaten egg yolks and cook 
as for custard. Cool, then fold in 
the cream, which has been whipped 
and the olive oil: Combine with 
gelatin, and when mixture begins 
to thicken, add ham, celery, green 
pepper and pickles.
